Communists in the past two days.

stretchers in a field hospital tent. 
The North Koreans were Lt. Kim 
Kwong Taek and'Pvt. Chow Pyong 
Tak. Kim has a broken leg and 
Pyong an arm wound.

EVACUATION OF TAEGU HAS BEEN ORDERED

TOKYO, Aug. 19—(Saturday)—U. S. forces hurled Commu­ 
nist troops back more than four miles on Taegu’s northern 
approaches Friday night and were hammering Red units out 
of their Changnyong bridgehead south of the menaced provi­ 
sional capital. 
General Douglas MacArthur announced early Saturday that 
South Korean First Division units regained “from half to all 
the ground they lost” in Thursday’s attack on Taegu by power­ 
ful Red forces striking from the north. 
The South Koreans, MacArthur added, are “holding firm in 
the face of the present main enemy effort.” 
Front dispatches said some Red Units were driven by 24th 
Division army troops and marines almost into the Naktong 
river in a fierce counter-attack on the Changnyong bridge­ 
head. 
MacArthur reported that the U. E. troops were “pushing 
back the enemy steadily” in this bridgehead engagement.

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CONSIDER PROBLEMS OF ELDERLY 
' 
The special problems confronting men and women of ad­ 
vanced years are the theme of a nation-wide conference that 
opened in Washington on August 13. 
About ¿1,300,000 Americans now living are 65 or older. 
They amout to 76 out of every 1,000 persons; 50 years ago, 
they were only 41 in every 1,000; fifty years from now they 
may be 150 or even 170 out of , 1,000. 
The Washington conference meets as Congress is putting 
the finishing touches on the bill increasing by about 75 per 
cent, on the average, the federal annuities for workers who 
have reached 65. Bat this increase will just about cover the 
rise in living costs since these annuity payments were provided 
for in the social security act of 1935. 
The higher percentage of elderly in the population these 
days is due primarily, of course, to advance in medical science. 
But, paradoxically, while people have been enabled to live 
longer, their opportunities for gainful work as they get older 
have been shrinking. 
The fast pace in modern industry has turned many an em­ 
ployer against hiring new workers no longer young, on the 
ground that they cannot keep up. However, plenty of evidence 
indicates that expert and reliable elderly employes can be 
more of an asset than younger employes whose skills and reli­ 
ability leave something to be desired. 
Even when men and women become too old to work full­ 
time any longer, two of them on half-time may accomplish at 
least as much a one full-time younger worker. And the geron­ 
tologists—experts on old-age problems to you—have found 
that the physical and mental health of the elderly is benefitted 
enormously when they are doing some kind of useful job.

Stockpiling 


Federal Agencies 
Push Proposal 


WASHINGTON. Aug 18—(INS) 
—Two federal agencies are pump­ 
ing for stockpiling wool if there 
is any danger that foreign sources 
—supplying the U.S. with most of 
the wool it uses—would be cut off 
during a war. 
The 
agriculture 
department’s 
production and marketing admin­ 
istration and the bureau of agri­ 
cultural economics say the na­ 
tion's military wool needs alone 
would be as much or more than 
Was used during the, last war. 
The U.S. military establishment 
required a wool mill output of 
about 850 million pounds, grease 
basis, during the first full war year 
of 1942. That was the peak war­ 
time year for military’ wool use. 
And during the same year. 1942, 
wool permitted for civilian needs 
was cut to 227 million pounds from 
667 million in 1941. In times of 
war. civilian needs would be filled 
after military demands. 
The two federal research agen­ 
cies say that if another full-scale 
war breaks out. and domestic pro­ 
duction is increased one third, the 
U S. would still have to import 
about 750 million pounds of wool 
annually. 
The agencies say the U.S. can 
expand the domestic wool industry 
from the current 27 million head 
of sheep to 37 million head for an 
annual wool production of 335 mil­ 
lion—but not more. 


Feed prices are still on the 
downward slide. 
The production and marketing 
administration says that feed prices 
made further sharp declines dur­ 
ing the week ended August 15. At 
the close of the week they nearly 
reached their prewar relationships 
with feed grains. 
Excellent pasture conditions in 
most feeding areas and plentiful 
offerings both of grain by-product 
needs and oilseed meals were prin­ 
cipally responsible for the market 
weakness.

Chairman Vinson (D) G«., of the 
House Armed Services committee 
said before leaving for his Mill- 
edgeville home that his unit will 
wait for the Senate to act. 
The House expects to wind up 
its “must” legislation this month, 
then stand by for the Senate to 
complete work on emergency mea 
sures. Mr. Truman has stated that 
he does not place the UMT bill 
in the emergency class. 
Sen Bridges (R) N. H., ranking 
GOP members of the Senate Arm­ 
ed Services committee, called for 
action this session on universal 
training and said he has asked 
Tydings to hold hearings on the 
administration bill, which would 
affect youths 17 to 20 years of age.

Mr. Amber- 
son remarked that “two of the brightest days of my young life were 
when I saw Jake Kilrain and John L. Sullivan.” He says he saw them 
both when he wore knee-pants in Beaver Falls. Mention of Kilrain 
and John L. caused Here and There to delve into the past, and he 
discovered that Kilrain and Sullivan engaged in the last heavyweight 
championship fought with bare-knuckles at Richburg, Marion county,' 
Miss., during a sun-broiling morning, July 8, 1889, in a ring set up on 
the edge of a pine forest. 
In those days. John L. was known as the "Boston Strong Boy.” 
and was recognized as the London Prize Ring champion. Kilrain, the 
challenger came from Greenwood. N. Y., and was a former mill worker. 
He made his pugilistic debut in 1883, after having become prominent 
as a single sculler, swimmer, driver of trotting horses and dog fancier. 
Kilrain lost when his seconds threw in the sponge after 75 rounds. 
John L. was never defeated as the London Prize Ring Bare-Knuckle 
champion, and carried the title to the grave. According to ancient re­ 
ports of tha Kilrain-Sullivan fight, Jake was flabby and outmatched. 
John L. received $10,500 for beating Kilrain and in his life-time 
earning», from fighting and stage work, the “Boston Strong Boy” 
amassed $1,221,320. When he fought Jim Corbett, which was for a 
$25,000 purse, and a side-bet of $10,000, Sullivan loat the winner-take- 
all fight. The largest sum John L. collected was $14,000 for his fight 
with Herbert Slade.
